The Grand Duohess Sophia, 
half-sister of Peter the Great, was a 
2 — able and ambitious woman, 
her edministration as Princess 
Regent, though brief, marked an im- 
portant epech in the annals ot her 
country. Oatherice I, and afterwards 
Anna, in the first half of the eighteenth 
century, were weak enough to allow 
themselves to be controlled, not un- 
like many male rulers, by persons of 
the opposite sex, and they may be re- 
garded rather as administrative figure- 
heads than otherwise. Elizabeth, who 
reigned from 1740 to 1762, was an 
empress in fact as well as io name. 
She dethroned ber immediate prede- 
cessor after he had been the nominal 
head of the nation for about a year. 
During her the German party 
wasdeprived of the undne influence 
it had acquired only to abuse it; the 
Senate was restored to the power as- 
signed to it by Peter the Great, her 
father, and her career was altogether 
worthy of her illustrious orgin. Her 
successor, Peter the III, was by a 
noteworthy repetition of history, de- 
throned by his gifted and energetic 
consort who, as Catherine II, entered 
upon a reign whose splendor of 
achievements aul sagacity of govern- 
mental methods compare favorably 
with the career of any monarch the 
world has ever seen.

The silver mines of Peru 
and Mexico are calling for capital, and 
inspection of the property within a 
few years has proven its continued 
capacity for production. The New 
York Sun says: “The question is 
asked along the Pacific Coast, ‘What 
_isto be the future of Nevada, if, as 
seems more than likely, the Comstock 
mines are wholly exhausted?’ Tne 
State Las a population of scarcely 50, 
000, and offers few inducements to 
new settlers, especially if her mines 
are used up. Only a few patches and 
streaks of the land are fit for agricul- 
ture, and not much is good for stock 
raising. Even the small population 
now possessed by the State is dimin- 
ishing, many of the miners about the 
Comstock migrating to California, 
Arizona and Colorado, The expense 
of conducting a State Government is 
very burdensome under the circum- 
“stances, and it is thought that a return 
to the condition of a Territory would 
be considered an imperative necess‘ty 
before long. The question stated is 
not agitating the Pacific Coast, and 
there is no reason to anticipate that it 
will demand consideration. Nevada 
mines are only beginning the work of 
development, and there are deposits 
of the baser metalszwhich are equal in | 
value to our gold and silver posses- 
sions. The same questions were 
asked of Californians as late as 1860. 
If our eastern friends will possess 
themselves ip patience for a few years 
the question will be answered. West- 
ern men are good at answering ques- 
tions which involve spirit and per- 
sistence.

PLANETARY. 


Jupiter and Saturn Having s Corjune- 
tion -What Will Yeu do About 1 


“And the world to an end shal! 
come in eighteen hundred and eighty- 
one,“ said the famous Mother Shipton 
prophecy. Whether the world comes 
to and end or not some remarkable 
movements are taking place in the 


..| heavens. The principal astronomical 


events of the season occur during the 
present week. At 7 o'clock last night 
Saturn was in conjunction with the 
sun, This morning the conjunction 
of Jupiter and Saturn, which take» 
piace once in twenty years, occurred. 
The planets were too close to the sun 
to be visible, but the conjunction is 
important on account of the rarity of 
its occurrence. About this copjunc- 
tion the astrologers make most 
of their direful predictions. 
They foretell of earthquakes, tidal 
waves, pestilence and other evils too 
numerous to mention. The astrono- 
mers take a purely mathematical or 
scientific interest in the phenomena, 
and content themselves with the facts. 
They tell us that whoever gazes at the 
heavens this month will see that a 
great change is going on. The stars 
that made the winter evenings bril- 
liant are giving place to those that 
adorn the summer nights. As Sirius 
disappears in the west, Vega rises in 
the northeast, glittering in the harp; 
fabled to be the very instrument with 
which Orpheus made rocks and trevs 
to dance. Just as tho last bright star 
in the giant Orion sinks from sight 
behind the orange Lillis, over in the 
opposite quarter of the sky a very red, 
flushing star may be seen rising.
